LONDON, Ju ly 11.— Direct hits on the Turkish-German cruiser 
Goeben were made in an aerial attack against the Turco-German fleet 
in the Golden Horn, according to an adm iralty announcement today. 
The attacking squadron of aeroplanes suffered no losses. 
Direct hits were observed against other ships, and big explosions 
resulted, the adm iralty continued. 
“ The enemy was completely surprised,” the statement said. 
“ Our 
attack was from a height of 800 feet.” 


The Golden Horn is a narrow inlet of the Bosphorus separating 
the main part of the city of Constantinople from Galata and Peru 
The air raid thus must have brought the British naval flyers over the 
city of Constantinople itt.elf. 
The adm iralty statement does not mention from what point the 
British flyers started their raid, but it was probably from some British 
war vessels anchored in the Aegean Sea. 
The seaplanes must, there­ 
fore, have traveled at least 300 miles in the air over the Dardanelles 
and the sea of Marmosa to have accomplished their feat— 150 miles in 
each direction. 
The cruiser Goeben figured largely in the news early in the war. 
She was in the Mediterranean when war was

Turco-German Warships 
Pounded by Air Bombs 


LON D O N , Ju ly ll . — Direct hits on the Turkish-German cruiser 
Goeben were made in an aerial attack against the Turco-German fleet 
in the Golden Horn, according to an adm iralty announcement today. 
The attacking squadron of aeroplanes suffered no losses. 
Direct hits were observed against other ships, and big explosions 
resulted, the adm iralty continued. 
“ The enemy was completely surprised,” the statement said. 
“ Our 
attack was from a height of 800 feet.” 


Tile Golden Horn is a narrow inlet of the Bosphorus separating 
the main part of the city of Constantinople from Galata and Peru. 
The air raid thus must have brought the British naval flyers over the 
city of Constantinople itself. 
The adm iralty statement does not mention from what point the 
British flyers started their raid, hut it was probably from some British 
war vessels anchored in tile Aegean Sea.

Attorney E. E. Keech: “While I have

more carefully. 
I agree with the Reg­ 
ister that no harm can come from 
subm itting it to the people if it is a 
good bill.” 
Attorney W. W . Simon: 
“I think 
the bill should have further investi­ 
gation. It seems to me th a t the coun­ 
ty board of supervisors can regulate 
tax levies more widely than a state 
board of authorization.” 
Former Senator John N. Anderson: 
"I have stimied the bill and believe 
there is no necessity for a bill of such 
sweeping character. 
I do not believe 
the districts of tim state have abused 
the tax levying privilege. I believe it 
W'ould not have passed if the legisla­ 
tors had understood that it did away 
with all m inim um s for school purposes 
and would cripple the proper conduct 
of our schools.

SACRAMENTO. July 9 —O utlining 
tho way in whicli women of Califor­ 
nia can aid H erbert Hoover to con­ 
serve tho N ation’s food supply and in 
tile process cut down existing high 
prices for food. Mrs. Anna Howard 
Shaw, chairm an of the W om an’s Com­ 
m ittee of the Council of National De­ 
fense, has sent to the California State 
Council of Defense th e complete pro­ 
gram 
of 
the 
food-saving 
campaign 
which is to be inauguarated through­ 
out the United States. 
In every state in tile Union, wo­ 
m en’s 
organizations 
have 
pledged 
their aid in putting the food saving 
plan into effect. 
In California the campaign will be 
conducted under the auspices of the 
National and State Council 
of 
De­ 
fense for W om en’s Work, of which 
Mrs. II. A. Cabio of Los Angelos, pres­ 
ident of the California Federation of 
W om en’s 
Clubs. 
is 
chairman. 
Throughout the state,— in every city, 
town 
and 
village— w om en’s 
clubs 
have pledged their co-operation to the 
stale organization in carrying on the 
fight for food conservation. 
T he plan ol action, as decided upon 
by the Council of National Defense, 
H erbert Hoover 
and 
the 
executive 
board of W om en’s Com mittee of the 
National Couijcfl. is as follows: 
To the W omen of California: 
The W om en’s Com m ittee sends you 
herew ith some Suggestions in regard 
to co-operation with Mr. H erbert C. 
Hoover in carrying out his plan for 
food conservation. 
This letter should 
have followed imm ediately the tele­ 
gram sent you on June 18, hut has 
been delayed until the details of his 
plan could be more thoroughly w ork­ 
ed with Mr. Hoover. 
It had not been ills intention to 
have the campaign open at this mo­ 
ment, but quite unknown to Mr. Hoov­ 
er. tile P resident’s letter endorsing 
tho 
suggestion 
of 
proceeding 
with 
part of the food conservation program 
before the bill was actually passed in 
Congress, was given lo the press late 
on Saturday night. 
T he m atter hav­ 
ing become public, the campaign for 
food conservation m ust be taken up 
in earnest and pushed vigorously to 
a successful conclusion. 
Objects 
It is literally true that there will 
not lie enough food in the world to 
m aintain 
the 
population 
if 
present 
m ethods are followed. 
Founded uji­ 
nn this fact, the program for food 
conservation is briefly stated as fol­ 
lows: 
I 
An exact survey of the am ount 
of food on hand in this country, so 
that the am ount available for hom e 
consumption and exportation to the 
allies nm) be accurately known. 
2. 
An investigation undertaken by 
the iyepartment of A griculture 
into 
the norm al consum ption of food bv 
different 
families 
from 
representa­ 
tive groups of the population. 
3. 
Some control of food storage, 
better methods of transportation, and 
the elimination of speculation in food­ 
stuffs. 
4. 
The enrollm ent of a league of 
women who will pledge them selves 
to carry out the wishes or the P resi­ 
dent. the National Governm ent, and 
the Food Administration. 
The last p a rt of the program will 
be the first to be put into operation, 
and from July I to July 15 an inten­ 
sive 
cam paign 
will 
be 
undertaken 
through 
every 
possible medium 
of 
publicity. 
This is intended to creole 
such a sentim ent in favor of tile Food 
Adm inistration program th at women 
throughout 
the country 
will 
gladly 
sign the pledge eards and promise to 
carry out the instructions of the Food 
Administration. 
State Councils of Defense 
The state councils of defense have 
been asked by the Council of N ation­ 
al Defense, and by Mr. Hoover, to 
print and circulate these food pledge**, 
and thus they will be in comjilete 
charge of this entire undertaking. 
Since this m atter chiefly concerns 
women, 
it 
is clear th at leadership 
must in a large m easure be given over 
to the women them selves. 
It will of 
course be necessary for all branches 
of the W om en’s Com mittee to work 
in the closest co-operation and under 
the direction of the sta te council of 
defense so that there m ay ho no over­ 
lapping or duplication of effort. 
The 
plan 
is 
nation-wide 
in 
scope, 
and 
must be sufficiently carried out or a 
large part of its purpose will fail. 
The conditions differ so greatly in 
the different states th at each must 
work out its own plans, but surely the 
best results are obtained where the 
women work together enthusiastical­ 
ly in a common cause. 
It is understood that this letter re­ 
lates only to the distribution and sign­ 
ing of pledges and the question of the 
appointm ent of the chairm an of food 
conservation in each sta te i3 to be 
taken up later. 
Methods 
lf you have not already extended 
the organization of your state to the 
counties, cities and towns, will you 
u ndertake to do so at once? 
If it is 
possible to carry out the method in 
the tow ns that the W om en’s Commit­ 
tee 
recom m ends: 
of 
a 
tem porary 
chairm an 
calling 
together 
the 
wo- 
n u n 's 
organizations, or same large 
group of women, and having 
them 
choose 
their 
perm anent 
chairm an, 
with 
departm ents, comm ittees, 
etc., 
it would be excellent and two pur­ 
poses would be served—the exten­ 
sion of the organization already be­ 
gun In the state, and the emergency 
organization to meet the demand of 
the food conservation program. 
The nam e of the tem porary ch air­ 


man can alw ays be chosen from the 
m em bership list of some w om an’s or­ 
ganization, or, if a town is not repre­ 
sented in this way, a letter or a tele­ 
gram to the postm aster will undoubt­ 
edly bring a response from him nam ­ 
ing some woman in the town who 
could be called upon for this service. 
In any event, it will be necessary 
to have a woman or a group of wo­ 
men in eac’n town lo provide the en­ 
thusiasm, 
the 
inspiration 
and 
the 
knowledge th at will m ake it possible 
to rally every woman in the state to 
this noble work of saving food that 
o thers m ay be fed. 
In m any states, county councils of 
defense subordinate to the state coun­ 
cils, have been created, and when­ 
ever these bodies exist they should 
be recognized. 
Local divisions of the 
W om en’s Committee should effect co­ 
operation with them similar to that 
to be effected betw een the State Wo­ 
m en’s Com mittees and the state coun­ 
cils of defense. 
Distribution 
Much publicity will he given hero 
in W ashington through tile press and 
sp eak ers’ bureaus, but it will also be 
necessary for the State Divisions of 
the 
W om an’s 
Committee 
to 
reach 
women through all existing organiza­ 
tions of women, through 
the 
local 
press, through the 
schools 
and 
by 
the extension of the State Divisions 
to the m ost remote corners of the 
states. 
Every possible m eans of distribut­ 
ing the food pledges should be used. 
If 
considered 
more 
effective, 
the 
towns and cities could be divided into 
districts and a house to house canvass 
undertaken to secure signatures to 
the food pledges. 
Women 
on 
the 
farm s can be reached by automobile 
from 
adjacent towns, from county 
centers, rural free delivery, or in co­ 
operation with the extension work of 
the agricultural colleges. 
After these pledge® are signed and 
sent to Mr. Hoover in W ashington, 
there will be returned to each signer 
a household tag, to be placed in the 
window of the home, to show that the 
m em bers of th e household have vol­ 
unteered for service. 
The Food Administration will from 
tim e to tim e issue to Hie signors of 
the pledges simple instructions for 
th o prevention of household 
waste 
and definite information as to the 
particular foods necessary to be con­ 
served. 
Registration for Service 
It should be clearly understood that 
tho signing of these food pledges as 
requested by Mr. Hoover will not, iii 
any way interfere with the reg istra­ 
tion of women for war service, which 
will be undertaken by the State Di­ 
vision of the W om an” Committee. 
The cards on which such registra­ 
tion is m ade will he retained in Hie 
town or eity w here the women are en­ 
rolled, so th at they may be used as a 
daily guide when calls for woman's 
service are made. 
Summaries of tho 
registration will be sent to the State 
and 
National 
Headquarters 
of 
the 
W om an’s 
Committee 
and 
retained 
there, so th at if the government has 
need of the services which such wo 
men can offer, it will he known what 
plaees in the country are qualified to 
respond to such calls. 
It 
may 
prove 
a 
good 
plan 
to

time 
they sign Mr. Hoover’s food pledge. 
The publicity given to one will re 
act in favor of the other. 
Conclusion 
T here ra n be no doubt but what 
the loyalty and devotion of the women 
of this country will lead them enthu­ 
siastically into the plan of thrift and 
careful buying, which is not only ad 
visable but is absolutely necessary if 
countless thousands are to be saved 
from starvation. 
T here was never a greater chal 
lenge to the womanhood of the coun­ 
try than that made by the? President 
of the United States to women, fin 
voluntary enrollment in till1-, league 
for food conservation, 
it is tile de­ 
votion, courage, and economy of the 
women of France today that is large 
ly helping to keep h er arm ies in the 
field and save the nation from destruc­ 
tion. 
We believe the American wo 
men will show as fine a spirit iii this 
hour of need, and stand with the wo­ 
men of* the allied countries in our 
fight for liberty and democracy. 
W ith every good wish for the carry­ 
ing out of this vital program in your 
state, believe me, for W om an’s Com­ 
mittee.
